SEAL HARBOUR, Maine (AP). — 
ice “President-designate Nelson 
Rockefeller said on Friday thai 
Richard Nixon has suffered enough 
for Watergate and should not ‘face 
criminal prosecution for the scan- 
dals that forced his resignation. 

At a news conference on the boat 
dock of his vacation home, the 
former New York governor said he 
agreed with Senate Republican lead- 
er Scott that Nixon should 
not have to face further action.

WASHINGTON. — Pan American 
Airways yesterday asked the Civil 
Aeronautics Eoard (CAB) to ap 
prove an em cy $10m.-a-month 
Subsidy to avold a financial crisis. 
“Unless there is prompt action the 
airline may soon experience a cash 
shortage and consequent inability to 
meet its obligations as they fall due," 
the airline said in a petition to the 
board. 

Pan Am, America’s largest over- 
Seas airline, has been faced with ra- 
pidly rising fuel costs triggered by 
the energy crisiz, and ἃ decline in 
airline passenger traffic. 

In April, Pan Am asked the CAB 
for a §194m. subsidy to offset its 
tising costs. In yesterday's petition, 
the airlme asked for a temporary 
subsidy, retroactive to April, pend- 
ing the outcome of the board's final 
decision. 

Pointing out thet the board’s 8- 
nal decision is many months away. 
the airline sald its “financial condi- 
tion does not permit that type of 
delay.” 

‘Pan Am had 2 net loss of $32.8m. 
in the ‘first six months of this year, 
Compered to a net loss of $22.9m. 
in the same period of 1973. The 
operating loss for the first half of 
1974 was $48.4m. compared with an 
operating loss of $19.4m. in the 
Same period of 1973. 

It said it now anticipated a total 
operating loss for 1974 of $76.6m.
